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Ed ward J ^ JDaly^ JEhe feisty 
chairmarT^fwoFfd Airways 
whose exploits ranged from 
slashing air fares to rescuing 
South Vietnamese refugees, 
died at the age of 61 in his 
home in Orinda. 

With a grand vision of mak¬ 
ing air travel accessible to the 
general public, Daly was the 
first in U.S. aviation history to 
offer the $99.99 transcontinen¬ 
tal fare. 

The move, which at the time 
angered major airlines, 
marked the beginning of dere¬ 
gulation of ttue airline industry. 
It also catapulted Daly into the 
public spotligM^^ 

Private^eHvices attended 
only by family members were 
held Monday morning in Santa 
Clara following cremation. 

Following unofficial reports 
of his death on Saturday from a 
number of sources, a company 
spokesman confirmed his 
death Monday afternoon and 
said it came after an extended 
illness.
